Early  in  1983  the  ladder  truck  was  tested  by  National  Testing 
of  Folcroft,  Pa.  They  found  minor  repairs  were  needed  which  we 
have  started  and  will  be  carried  out  as  recommended.  After  testing, 
the  ladder  appears  to  be  a  very  serviceable  and  safe  piece  ofequip- 
ment.  It  should  serve  the  town  a  good  many  years. 

Maintenance  of  vehicles  this  year  has  been  very  expensive 
and  exceeded  budgeted  money  by  a  sizeable  amount.  Major  expendi- 
tures were  a  new  clutch  for  ILl,  transmission  work  in  1M2  and  re- 
placing of  the  water  tank  and  repair  of  valves  in  1M4. 

The  men  in  the  department  have  continued  to  train  weekly. 
We  conduct  two  all  day  mini-schools  spring  and  fall  and  attend 
the  Lily  Pond  Training  School  for  two  all  day  sessions  in  June 
and  one  all  day  session  in  winter  fire  fighting  techniques.  The 
total  man  hours  of  training  for  1983  was  2,035.  The  total  man  hours 
service  time  in  1983  was  1436. 

A  number  of  men  in  the  department  have  trained  in  rescue  oper- 
ations assisting  the  Alton  Ambulance  Service  and  the  Alton  Police 
Department.  We  plan  to  continue  upgrading  rescue  training  to  better 
serve  the  residents  and  will  upgrade  our  equipment  along  with 
the  training. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  East  Alton  Fire  Association  for 
their  donation  of  the  rescue  boat  and  the  West  Alton  Fire  Associ- 
ation for  their  donation  of  two  water  rescue  suits.  Thanks  also 
for  the  tremendous  efforts  of  Russell  Sample  in  his  swim  from  Wolfe- 
boro  to  Alton  Bay  to  raise  money  toward  the  purchase  of  rescue 
equipment  for  the  department.  We  appreciate  the  support  of  the 
Alton  Fireflies  in  preparing  dinners  and  supplying  refreshments 
at  fires  and  for  their  donation  for  equipment  each  year  and  all 
around  assistance  when  needed.  The  Alton  Fire  Association  has  con- 
tributed generously  and  we  thank  them  all.  The  total  amount  re- 
ceived for  equipment  purchased  or  to  be  purchased  in  1984  was  $5200. 
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Again,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  of  the  Alton  Fire  Dopar*- 
ment,  the  Fire  Wards  and  the  residents  of  Alton  for  their  continued 
support.

ALTON  POUCE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


During  the  past  few  years,  due  to  increased  activity  and  growth, 
the  Alton  Police  Department  has  experienced  many  changes  within 
the  department.  Much  needed  equipment  has  been  obtained.  A  video 
system  has  been  acquired.  This  gives  us  the  capability  of  recording 
all  arrests  made,  protecting  the  officer  and  person  with  a  record 
of  all  that  transpired.  This  has  helped  the  department  in  gaining 
credibility  with  attorneys  and  the  court,  who  view  our  methods 
of  operation. 

The  video  system  has  been  used  in  conducting  criminal  investi- 
gations or  rape,  arson  and  larceny  cases,  with  uses  in  the  in- 
service  training.  The  portable  system  is  also  being  used  in  a 
Crime  Prevention  Program  whereby  persons  may  have  their  property 
video  recorded,  in  the  event  of  a  loss  by  theft  or  fire. 

A  snowmachine  was  also  obtained.  This  will  be  used  to  check 
the  Islands  and  other  shore  property,  and  in  the  use  of  other 
emergencies. 

Alton  was  one  of  the  few  sites  that  obtained,  at  no  cost,  an 
Intoximeter  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  The  computerized 
system  is  used  in  the  testing  of  D.W.I,  arrests,  having  the  capa- 
bility of  giving  a  second  breath  sample. 

The  department  lost  the  services  of  Kent  Chapman  who  resigned 
to  accept  a  position  with  the  Northfield  Police  Department.  Allan 
Ford  was  appointed  to  fill  this  position.  Allan  was  a  Special 
Officer  with  the  Department.  We  welcome  him  aboard.  Cpl.  Gene 
Beaudry  was  promoted  to  Sgt.  after  obtaining  time  and  grade  i.i 
that  position. 

Officers  attended  schools  in  Search  &  Seizure,  Arson  Investiga- 
tion, Radar,  Officer  Survival,  Advanced  Officers  School  and  Manage- 
ment, in  an  effort  to  continue  to  advance  in  the  field  oi"  law 
enforcement  and  better  serve  the  citizens  of  Alton. 

Law  enforcement  today  is  a  continuing  education  process.  This 
is  necessary  in  order  that  everyone  be  up  to  date  on  new  methods, 
techniques  and  changes  in  the  law.  Alton  is  fortunate  to  have 
officers  who  are  dedicated  and  want  to  improve  themselves. 
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The  department  is  also  fortunate  in  having  citizens  who  support 
us  in  an  effort  to  have  the  best  police  service  possible.  We  appre- 
ciate your  support  and  thank  you. 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Alton  Fire  Department. 
Their  assistance  is  invaluable,  also  the  Alton  Volunteer  Ambulance 
Service,  Belknap  County  Sheriff's  Department  and  the  surrounding 
communities  whose  Police  and  Fire  Departments  have  come  to  our 
aid  for  accidents  and  assistance  with  traffic  control  for  our 
various  activities  during  the  year.  We  again  look  forward  with 
enthusiasm  to  serving  you  in  the  year  to  come.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

You  may  have  noticed  that  this  year  the  Town  portion  of  your 
property  tax  reflected  a  reduction  of  .32<t  per  $1,000  from  $6.20 
in  1982  to  $5.88  in  1983.  The  County  decreased  .01$  and  the  School 
increased  .63(1;  to  produce  an  overall  rate  increase  of  .30C;  over 
1982. 

While  a  Town  is  not  a  profit  making  organization,  the  same 
principals  of  management  can  apply  and  this  administration  is  dedi- 
cated to  further  improving  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Town. 
However,  we  are  convinced  that  a  Town  Administrator  is  needed. 
This  is  substantiated  by  the  report  of  the  Town  Administrator  Com- 
mittee elsewhere  in  this  Town  Report.  Also  included  is  a  brief 
review  of  the  functions  of  the  Selectmen,  many  of  which  should 
be  handled  by  a  professionally  trained  Town  Administrator,  leaving 
the  Selectmen  free  to  better  evaluate  how  effectively  our  various 
departments  (Highway,  Police,  Landfill  and  Office)  are  operating 
and  to  address  matters  of  policy  and  plans  for  the  future. 

After  an  extended  period  of  difficult,  expensive  and  frustra- 
ting negotiations  with  the  Highway  Department  and  Landfill  Union 
(AFSME),  we  were  finally  able  to  agree  upon  a  contract  with  which 
we  are  satisfied. 

This  year  we  have  implemented  a  two  payment  tax  billing  and 
this  additional  early  collection  of  revenue  has  produced  material 
savings  in  not  only  interest  paid  but  income  generated  by  investing 
the  funds  in  various  money  accounts. 

We  concluded  our  Cable  TV  negotiations  and  this  resulted  in 
a  very  favorable  long  term  contract.  In  addition  to  guarantees 
relative  to  service,  maintenance  of  equipment  and  rates,  the  Town 
will  receive  a  revenue  equal  to  3$  of  their  gross  income.  We  have 
appointed  a  Cable  TV  Commission  to  oversee  the  operation  of  this 
franchise. 

We  are  continuing  to  resolve  a  number  of  long  pending  items, 
particularly  those  concerned  with  our  roads  in  determining  ease- 
ments, ownership,  lay-out  and  related  problems. 

The  Selectmen  have  written  and,  effective  January  1,  1984, 
implemented  a  Personnel  Policy  Manual  for  town  employees  (exclusive 
of  employees  under  union  contract) .  We  have  also  fulfilled  the  spe- 
cific directives  given  to  us  by  the  citizens  through  the  articles 
in  last  years'  town  warrant. 

The  Town,  thanks  primarily  to  efforts  of  the  Parks  and  Play- 
ground (Committee,  was  able  to  obtain  an  outright  grant  of  approxi- 
mately $14,700  and  it  is  our  intention  to  diligently  pursue  further 
grants  of  this  nature  (another  function  a  Town  Administrator  will 
help  address) . 
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Serious  improvements  are  needed  in  Alton.  Obtaining  Federal 
Grants  means  we  do  not  raise  all  of  the  funds  through  tax  dollars. 

The  Selectmen  have  been  extremely  fortunate  in  having  the 
able  assistance  of  our  many  committees  and  they  have  been  most 
helpful  in  providing  council  and  advice  and  earnestly  ask  that 
each  of  you  examine  his  or  her  conscience  and  then  volunteer  to 
help  make  Alton  an  even  better  "best  li'l  town  'round".

tor position  for  the  Town  of  Alton. 

The  committee  also  developed  and  recommended  duties,  responsi- 
bilities and  qualifications  for  the  position. 

REC0>f4ENDATION 

The  study  committee  feels  that  a  Town  Administrator  can  make 
the  work  of  the  Selectmen  much  easier,  and  can  lead  to  more  effi- 
cient town  government.  It  should  be  emphasized  that  should  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  employ  a  Town  Administrator,  THE  SELECTMEN  RETAIN 
ALL  AUTHORITY  GRANTED  BY  STATUTE,  WITH  THE  TOWN  ADMINISTRATOR  CARRY- 
ING OUT  THE  RESPONSIBILITIES  ASSIGNED  BY  THE  BOARD. 

This  Committee  does,  therefore,  recommend  that  a  Town  Admin- 
istrator be  hired  by  the  Selectmen  after  a  search  team  secures 
a  qualified  individual.

In  1983,  the  Staff  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Wolfe- 
boro  and  Vicinity  made  7573  home  visits  to  residents  of  the  eight 
towns  where  we  provide  services;  1355  of  these  visits  were  made 
to  44  Alton  residents. 

The  Agency  continues  to  provide  nursing,  physical  therapy, 
and  health  aide  services.  The  number  of  home  care  visits  made  this 
year  in  Alton  increased  from  947  in  1982  to  1365  in  1983.  We  are 
finding  that  the  level  of  care  needed  has  also  increased.  People 
who  are  terminally  ill  are  staying  at  home,  either  for  longer  peri- 
ods of  time,  or  until  death  occurs.  Earlier  hospital  discharge 
policies  mean  that  a  higher  level  of  care  is  required;  nursing  pro- 
cedures that  were  not  considered  appropriate  for  home  care  just 
a  few  years  ago  are  now  considered  routine.  Decreased  insurance 
reimbursement  has  meant  an  increase  in  our  appropriation  request. 

Clinic  services  continue  to  be  utilized  by  Alton  residents 
of  all  ages.  21  local  pre-school  children  are  currently  enrolled 
in  our  Child  Health  Program;  39  residents  attended  a  Flu  Immu- 
nization Clinic;  and  89  school  age  children  were  immunized. 

The  Agency  Board  of  Directors,  the  Staff  members  and  I  thank 
you  for  your  continued  support  of  our  Programs.

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ALTON    CONSERVATION    COMMISSION 

1983  has  been  an  extremely  active  year  for  the  Conservation 
Commission.  We  reviewed  all  Wetlands  Board  applications  submitted 
within  the  Town  of  Alton,  and  made  comments  or  recommendations 
to  the  State  when  appropriate.  This  process  often  involves  on- 
site  inspections,  meetings  with  applicants,  and  public  hearings 
in  Concord.  The  Commission  has  been  working  in  conjunction  with 
the  Planning  Board  and  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  on  proposals 
that  cross  lines  of  responsibility. 

The  first  phase  of  our  professional  Wetlands  Survey  has  been 
completed.  This  has  involved  a  great  deal  of  time  by  members  both 
in  review  of  data  and  actual  work  in  the  field.  The  Commission 
has  made  the  decision  to  take  this  project  a  step  further  and 
more  closely  analyze  and  define  certain  prime  wetland  areas  and 
wetland  systems  within  Alton.  We  feel  that  with  this  final  step 
and  with  a  Wetland  Ordinance  keyed  to  zoning  the  Town  of  Alton, 
we  may  well  lead  the  State  in  wetland  designation  and  protection. 

The  Commission  regrets  the  resignation  of  Jane  F.  Sanders, 
past  chairman  and  valued  member  of  the  Commission. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  consistent  support  of  this  Commission.

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REPORT     OF    TOWN    FOREST    FIRE 
WARDEN    AND    STATE    FOREST    RANGER 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  town  and  state  forest  fire  pre- 
vention and  control  program  leads  the  nation  in  least  acres  burned 
per  forest  fire.  Less  than  one-half  acre  per  fire  statewide  average. 

At  the  town  level,  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  is  responsible 
for  the  prevention  and  control  of  all  grass  and  woods  fires  when 
the  ground  is  not  snow  covered. 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  town  level  by  issu- 
ing a  written  permit  for  every  fire  that  is  to  be  kindled  on  the 
ground  out  of  doors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  Each 
person  wishing  to  have  an  outside  fire  must  obtain  this  written 
permit  from  the  town  Fire  Warden  before  kindling  the  fire.  Any 
person  that  does  not  obtain  a  fire  permit,  when  one  is  required, 
is  violating  our  forest  fire  permit  law  and  is  subject  to  a  court 
appearance  and  could  be  fined  up  to  $1  ,000  and  receive  a  jail  sen- 
tence of  up  to  one  year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m. 
unless  it  is  raining.  The  reason  for  this  is  twofold:  the  fire 
danger  increases  steadily  between  9:00  a.m.  and  2:00  p.m.,  then 
subsides  to  a  safe  level  between  2:00  p.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  This  hap- 
pens because  the  sun  dries  out  the  fine  fuels  that  are  easily  igni- 
ted and  dries  the  air  which  permits  rapid  fire  spread.  Also  during 
this  part  of  the  day  fire  fighters  are  not  readily  available  in 
most  communities  so  an  escaped  fire  could  burn  longer  and  cause 
greater  damage  before  being  suppressed. 

Your  cooperation  in  burning  only  when  conditions  are  safe 
is  greatly  appreciated. 

As  Smokey  says,  "Remember,  Only  You  Can  Prevent  Forest  Fires!"

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GILMAN     LIBRARY 

The  Gilman  Library  has  enjoyed  a  year  of  growth  and  change. 
The  book  collection  now  stands  at  11,316  volumes,  the  circulation 
figures  reached  14,808,  and  472  books  were  purchased.  Story  Hour 
for  the  pre-school  children  continued  during  the  year,  with  assist- 
ance to  the  librarian  ably  provided  by  Cindy  Miller.  Summer  activi- 
ties included  crafts  and  a  reading  program  under  the  aegis  of 
Susan  Lord.  In  addition,  32  other  events  were  scheduled  for  the 
Agnes  Thompson  room,  including  lectures,  meetings,  and  festivities. 

While  reading  is  still  the  main  emphasis  at  the  Library, 
other  methods  of  exhanging  information  were  tried.  These  activities 
included  about  60  movies  for  adults  and  children  shown  during 
the  year,  using  our  videocassette  recorder  and  television  set. 
Also,  during  the  summer  months  lectures  were  offered  which  were 
funded  by  The  New  Hampshire  Council  for  the  Humanities  and  The 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities.  These  were  open  to  the 
public  at  no  charge. 

The  Library  has  several  new  additions  of  interest  and  benefit 
to  all.  The  list  includes:  a  new  magazine  rack,  built  by  David 
Kellar,  providing  easier  access  and  better  storage  for  the  maga- 
zines and  enhancing  that  corner  of  the  Library;  a  150  year-old 
bird  collection,  housed  in  two  cases  with  glass  fronts,  given 
by  Gladys  Duncan;  a  polaroid  camera  available  to  Library  patrons 
on  the  same  basis  as  a  book;  a  picture  has  been  donated  to  the 
Library,  painted  by  Florence  Reed  Holway  and  is  a  painting  of 
the  Bakeman  House  at  Oilman's  Corner;  and  finally,  the  copier 
which  was  added  last  January  has  been  received  with  great  enthu- 
siasm. 

Albert  C.  Burbank  has  replaced  our  former  television  set 
(on  loan)  with  a  new  25"  color  set.  To-gether  with  the  video- 
cassette  recorder  (also  his  gift),  this  has  provided  many  wonderful 
programs  for  children  and  adults. 

The  Library  has  also  received  gifts  of  books  and  magazines. 
In  addition,  through  the  generosity  of  townspeople  and  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Electric  Company,  the  Library  lit  the  beautiful  blue 
spruce  tree  for  the  holiday  season. 

During  Old  Home  Week,  the  Library  sponsored  a  slide  show 
and  lecture  on  The  American  Eagles  which  was  given  by  Lamarr  V. 
Knapp,  Sr.,  as  well  as  a  doll  collection  which  was  organized  by 
Ruth  Messier. 

The  Gilman  Library  applied  for  and  was  subsequently  awarded 
a  grant  of  $7,130.00,  met  by  matching  funds  (Library)  of  $7,870.00, 
a  stipulation  of  the  grant  qualifications.  The  money  will  be  used 
to  provide  a  parking  area  at  the  rear  of  the  Library  and  an  access 
to  the  basement  for  physically-handicapped;  a  connecting  sidewalk 
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from  the  front  walk  to  the  basement  meeting  room;  a  computer  to 
be  enjoyed  by  townspeople  and  librarians  alike;  gutters  and  drains 
around  the  Library  where  needed;  and  finally,  additional  electrical 
circuits  and  lighting  fixtures. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  supported  the  Library  in  a  most 
beneficient  manner.  Its  money- raising  project  continued  to  be 
selling  a  community  calendar.  The  group  sponsored  a  children's 
program.  Little  Red  Wagon,  during  Old  Home  Week  and  also  helped 
with  refreshments  during  the  lecture  series  and  the  Holiday  Open 
House  held  December  23rd.  This  group  was  partly  responsible  for 
the  purchase  of  the  Encyclopaedia  Britannica.  The  Library  is  ever 
thankful  for  their  contributions  and  support. 

The  librarians  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
their  gratitude  to  Susan  Lord,  our  assistant,  to  the  Trustees, 
and  to  the  townspeople  for  helping  make  our  year  an  interesting 
and  rewarding  one.  The  year  has  been  one  of  growth  and  change 
for  both  of  us  as  well  as  the  Library,  and  the  patience,  good- 
will and  humor  exhibited  by  all  the  townspeople  coming  into  the 
Library  has  been  greatly  appreciated.  It  has  been  a  privilege 
to  work  in  your  Library.

LANDFILL    REPORT 

The  Landfill  was  open  for  268  days  in  1983.  A  total  of  23,322 
vehicles  visited  the  site.  This  computes  to  an  average  of  87  vehi- 
cles per  day  visiting  the  Landfill. 

The  total  volume  of  rubbish  and  cover  material  placed  in 
the  Landfill  for  1983  was  approximately  8,000  cubic  yards.  This 
was  49$  of  the  projected  volume. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  this  reduced  volume  was  the  excellent 
response  to  the  newsprint,  cardboard,  and  scrap  metal  recycling 
project.  13.5  ton  of  newsprint  and  corrugated  cardboard  was  sold, 
while  69  ton  of  scrap  metal  was  sold.  This  resulted  in  an  income 
of  approximately  $845.00.  But,  perhaps  more  important  was  the 
fact  that  this  material  did  not  go  into  the  Landfill,  thus  saving 
valuable  space  for  the  future.

There  was  a  total  of  285  Building  Permits  issued  in  1983. 
This  was  very  close  to  last  years  total  of  303  permits. 

It  proved  to  be  a  very  busy  year  for  new  dwelling  starts. 
A  total  of  32  permits  were  issued  for  new  homes.  Exactly  half  of 
these  new  homes  are  for  year-round  use  while  the  remaining  half 
were  for  seasonal  occupancy. 

Building  Permits  for  the  major  renovations  and  additions  showed 
the  largest  increase.  54  permits  were  issued  for  these  improve- 
ments. This  was  an  increase  of  25  over  last  years  total.

This  Commission  is  to  assist  the  Selectmen  with  the  ongoing 
operation  of  the  proposed  cable  television  system  within  the  Town. 

Cable  service  (pending  permits  and  make  ready)  should  be 
available  as  proposed  -  late  1984  or  early  1985.

COMMISSIONERS 
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LAKES    REGION    PLANNING    COMMISSION 

1983  has  been  an  extraordinarily  productive  year  in  the  rela- 
tionship of  the  Town  with  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission, 
and  hardly  a  segment  of  town  government  has  not  benefited  from 
their  cooperation  and  assistance. 

Work  with  the  Planning  Board  on  the  Master  Plan  is  nearing 
completion.  The  Community  Center  (R.R.  Station)  at  Alton  Bay  has 
been  placed  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  and  the 
nomination  to  the  Register  of  the  mini-district.  Monument  Square, 
has  been  forwarded  to  Washington.  The  Parks  and  Playground  Commis- 
sion were  assisted  in  writing  a  grant  application  for  funds  from 
the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund.  A  conservation  grant  is  also 
being  applied  for  from  the  Arwood  Foundation,  a  private  foundation. 

The  Planning  Commission  has  done  much  work  for  the  Sewer  Study 
group,  distributing  questionnaires  door-to-door  in  the  village 
and  Bay  areas  and  working  closely  with  the  Alton  representatives 
and  staff  engineers  of  the  N.H.  Water  Pollution  Control  Commission 
of  that  group.  The  Lakes  Region  Commission  staff  are  now  in  the 
process  of  working  with  the  Municipal  Buildings  Study  Committee 
on  a  grant  application  for  a  feasibility  study. 

Invaluable  assistance  by  the  Commission  has  been  rendered 
the  town  in  matters  before  the  State  Wetlands  Board  and  in  setting 
up  the  Solid  Waste  Management  District  according  to  the  mandate 
of  the  Legislature. 

Economic  trends  in  the  Region  and  the  pressures  of  increasing 
use  of  the  lakes,  including  greater  and  greater  numbers  of  applica- 
tions for  new  dock  construction  are  subjects  which  are  being  stud- 
ied by  the  Commission  as  a  whole.  This  last  matter  is  now  receiving 
state-wide  attention,  from  the  Governor  and  Council,  Legislature, 
Office  of  State  Planning,  Water  Resources  Board  and  other  boards 
and  commissions,  public  and  private,  and  will  be  a  matter  of  prime 
concern  for  some  time  to  come. 

Initiatives  have  been  taken  to  set  up  a  cooperative  purchasing 
program  and  to  provide  engineering  services  to  the  towns.  The  law 
lecture  series,  co-sponsored  with  the  N.H.  Municipal  Association, 
resulted  in  a  greater  attendance  than  ever  before. 

After  such  a  successful  year,  it  is  with  particular  regret 
that  we  learned  of  the  resignation  of  Roger  Akeley,  the  Executive 
Director.  We  all  wish  him  well  in  his  new  endeavors.

In  1983,  the  Planning  Board  has  received  14  subdivision  appli- 
cations, involving  46  lots  and  approximately  474  acres.  To  date, 
10  applications  have  been  approved  creating  20  new  lots  and  involv- 
ing 424  acres.  The  Board  has  received  and  submitted  $1,225.00 
to  the  Town  in  subdivision  filing  fees;  reimbursed  the  Town  $283.55 
collected  for  postage  and  $104.40  collected  for  legal  fees. 

The  work  on  the  Master  Plan  has  been  ongoing  and  is  scheduled 
for  completion  in  1984.  A  historic  survey  has  been  completed  this 
year  that  has  led  to  the  designation  of  a  historic  district  in 
the  Village  area.  There  has  been  much  discussion  this  year  with 
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regards  to  problem  areas  within  our  present  zoning  ordinance  and 
the  possibility  of  a  major  overhaul  in  the  coming  year. 

There  will  be  some  changes  in  the  zoning  ordinance  proposed 
this  year  to  the  voters.  These  changes  have  been  made  necessary 
to  bring  Alton's  Zoning  Ordinance  in  line  with  the  recent  major 
overhaul  by  the  State  Legislature. 

We  have  accepted,  with  regret,  the  resignation  of  two  of 
our  members  this  year,  Florence  Shaw  and  Frank  Walker.  They  have 
been  an  asset  to  the  Board.  We  have  appointed  three  new  alternates: 
George  Bornheim,  Dr.  Ernest  Rivers,  and  Dr.  Stephen  Barsanti.

COMPUTER    STUDY    COMMITTEE 

This  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  on  June  15, 
1983  to  do  a  study  concerning  the  possibility  of  the  Town  Offices 
converting  to  computer.  We  were  to  do  a  comparison  between  the 
different  machines,  software,  prices,  lease/buy  plans  and  capacity 
of  the  available  computers. 

The  committee  obtained  brief  descriptions  from  each  employee 
of  their  job  functions  and  decided  that  a  computer  would  be  very 
useful  to  each  department.  We  then  made  up  a  list  of  comparable 
Towns  in  New  Hampshire  and  sent  out  a  questionnaire  as  to  their 
suggestions  for  a  computer.  Over  the  course  of  the  next  two  months, 
six  computer  and  software  companies  came  to  the  Town  Hall  and 
gave  brief  descriptions  as  to  the  functions  of  their  products. 
We,  as  well  as  the  Town  Employees,  also  visited  two  of  the  com- 
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panies  at  their  headquarters  and  two  towns  that  are  now  on  com- 
puter. All  of  the  presentations  are  on  tape  at  the  Town  Hall, 

Four  of  the  six  companies  sent  proposals  for  a  computer  and 
software.  They  were  reviewed  by  the  committee,  and  two  companies 
were  asked  to  bring  their  computer  to  the  Town  Hall  so  that  the 
employees  could  see  them  and  how  they  worked.  On  September  15th 
this  committee  made  its  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

We  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  choose  the  Bur  rough's  B- 
21  computer  and  software  as  shown  by  Business  Data  Services.  This 
computer  would  do  the  bookkeeping,  tax  collector  records  and  as- 
sessing records.  The  option  to  lease  rather  than  buy  was  recom- 
mended to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.
